a .  (C)  Introduction: 

(1)  During  the  reporting  period,  1  February  1970  -  30  April  1970,  the 
3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  continued  operations  In  Long  An  province 
and  the  political  boundary  areas  of  the  four  adjacent  provinces;  Bau  £*hia, 

Gia  Dtnh,  Dinh  Tuong,  and  Elen  Tuong.  The  brigade  headquarter a  remained  at 
Tan  An. 

(2)  The  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  mas  Involved  in  multiple  combat 
operations  dally  during  the  reporting  period.  There  mas  one  tmenty-four  (?t») 
hour  cease  fire  during  this  reporting  period;  031800  Feb  70  to  061800  Feb  70, 
Only  base  defense  eparatlena  mere  conducted  during  this  period. 

(3)  During  this  reporting  period,  the  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division 
participated  in  Operation  Teen  Thang  (Phase  IV).  The  objective  of  Operation 
Toan  Thang  If  (Complete  Victory)  Is  to  seek  out  the  enemy  mlth  combined  US- 
GVN  operations  to  prsvsnt  his  employment  of  men  and  equipment. 

(4)  During  the  reporting  poriod,  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Divlelon  turned 
over  tmo  Bate  Camps  to  0VB  control  so  s  start  in  the  eventual  mithdrawal  of  si 
US  Fercee  from  leug  An  frovtnee.

c .  (U)  Personnel  and  Administrating 

(1)  Maintenance  of  Unit  Strength.  During  the  reporting  period  the 
Brigade's  overall  strength  was  about  21  higher  then  lest  period.  Officer 
strength  gradually  increased  over  the  ported  and  is  currently  st  1201  of 
authorised.  This  can  bo  attributed,  not  only  te  now  replacements  but  also 
to  ln-country  transfers  (raw  the  1st  Infantry  Division.  The  Brigade  exper¬ 
ienced  e  significant  lncrassa  In  the  flew  of  replacements  and  losses  bolng 
processed  through  the  replacement  detachment.  This  was  due  to  three  principle 
factors:

Individuals  from  tha  1st  Division  with  ovar  60 
dav  remaining  on  thair  tour  vara  raasslgnad  to  othar  unite  in  Vietnam  including 
tha  3d  Brlgada. 

(c)  Accalaratad  DKROS:  Aa  a  part  of  tha  USAKV  strangth  raductlon  program 
individuals  with  undar  60  days  ramalnlng  on  thair  tour  were  glvan  curtailments 
up  to  32  days.

Foetal  activities  generally  decreased  since  last  period  because  last 
period  Included  the  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  Naw  Years  helldays. 

(c)  Awards  and  Decorations.  Awards  and  decorations  completed  during  this 
reporting  period  are  shown  as  Inclosure  9. 

(d)  Chaplain  Activities. 

1.  Two  new  chaplains  joined  the  Brigade  during  the  period,  one  Catholic 
and  one  Southern  Baptist.  .Three  chaplains  rotated  during  the  period. 

2.  Two  new  chapels  were  completed,  one  at  Ben  Luc  and  one  at  Tan  An 
Airfield. 

3.  Both  the  Naw  and  the  25th  Division  assisted  In  Insuring  complete 
religious  coverage  for  all  troops  during  the  moves  made  by  three  out  of  four 
Infantry  battalions  during  the  reporting  period. 

4.  An  exchange  program  has  been  initiated  with  local  Vietnamese  religious 
leaders.  Local  religious  leaders  have  apolen  at  Brigade  church  services  and  a 
Vietnamese  choir  sang  at  Easter  services  at  the  Tan  An  Airfield  Chapel. 

(e)  Surgeon  Activities.  Two  studies  are  being  conducted  with  3d  Brigade 
medical  personnel.  A  fungal  and  pyodermal  disease  etudy  la  being  conducted  by 
the  Walter  lead  Army  Institute  of  Research  (WIAH)  Team.  Participants  In  the 
study  are  2-60,  5-60  and  6-31.  The  study  la  testing  the  effectiveness  of 
grlsaofulvln  used  as  a  prophylactic  measure  against  Infections  of  the  skin. 

The  gsstro-lntestinsl  disease  study  la  also  being  conducted  by  the  WRAIR  Team 
at  3d  field  Hospital.  It  la  hapsd  that  this  study  will  hslp  ua  to  learn  more 
about  the  causes  of  gastro-lntaotlnal  disease  which  la  so  prevalent  In  RVH.  The 
Nodical  Drug  Abuse  Team,  consisting  of  a  doctor  and  a  psychelegtst ,  have  been 
holding  frequent  classes  which  are  aimad  at  the  medical  implications  of  drug 
abuse.  Classes  ere  given  every  other  day  at  GO  UTIL  Academy,  and  trips  ere 
made  to  the  outlying  battalions  on  a  bi-weekly  basis.  Statistics  on  significant 
madlcal  cases  during  the  period  are  shown  at  Inelosure  10, 

(f)  Finance  Activities.  The  Brigade  Finance  Section  continued  to  provide 
complete  financial  services  despite  the  loas  of  ever  50%  of  the  author txcf 
finance  clerks  due  to  DUDS.  During  the  reporting  period  a  policy  was  established 
whereby  an  experienced  clerk  was  sent  to  each  battalion  base  camp  every  payday 

to  handle  all  pay  complaints. 

(4)  Maintenance  of  Discipline,  Lew  and  Order. 

(e)  Provest  Marshal. 

1_.  In  an  effort  to  decrease  traffic  accidents,  combined  pellee  patrols  on 
Highway  QlA  have  been  Increased.  Two  Joint  Military  Police-Aim  Military  Police

Pol lea  conbiaad  highway  patrols. 

2.  In  Fabniary,  three  Military  Pellcenan  wan  provided  ta  tha  3-60  Xnfantrv 
at  Bach  Clan,  thua  permitting  all  four  fin  support  baaaa  ta  have  Military  Pol  lot- 
support.  In  April,  thraa  Military  Palleaaan  won  withdraw:  frao  tha  2*47  Infant r 
dua  to  tha  battalion's  won  to  a  distant  flnbasa.

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d.  (C)  Intel  11  ranee 

(1)  Discussion: 

(a)  General:  Biony  activity  agalnat  08  Porcos  In  Long  An  Province  during 
thle  reporting  period  continued  te  raaaln  at  a  fairly  ■oderate  level.  The 
Sunwor  Cearpelgn,  which  la  now  aovlng  into  Phase  Two,  la  the  only  high  point  to 
be  recorded  during  this  reporting  period.  Phase  Two  vaa  te  start  between  25 
April  70  and  early  May.  Tactics  that  were  te  be  employed  in  this  offensive  phase 
were  attacks  by  fire,  Sapper  attacks  and  large  acala  ground  attacks.  The  3d 
phase  of  the  offensive  la  scheduled  far  early  June  70.  Generally,  snowy  activity 
la  usually  scattered,  with  snail  AKW  and  BP,  IT,  OP'a  as  the  snowy's  wain  target 
for  attacks.  The  snowy  continued  to  place  «  strong  ewphasis  on  Sapper  tactics 

as  one  of  their  key  weapons  against  Isolated  BP,  PP  compounds.  Because  of  low 
strengths  and  a  failure  of  the  Bear  Service  to  supply  equlpwant  In  adequate 
anounts  and  quantities,  Main  Pores  Onlta  and  the  1st  OTA  Bagt  have  been  assigned 
a  wlsslon  of  avoiding  contact  end  countering  the  CVS  Pacification  prograw  in 
Long  An  Province.  Local  Pores  Cowpanles  have  been  used  te  guide  Main  Pore*  Units 
and  replacewenta  and  act  as  security  elenents  for  westings  of  Vllloge  and  District 
cadre. 

(b)  February:  Activity  during  the  wenth  of  February  wee  United  to  scat¬ 
tered  contacts.  On  23  Fob  70,  an  increase  of  anew?  wevowent  occurred  throughout 
the  province.  US  operations  on  the  night  of  20  Feb  resulted  In  23  enewy  KIA. 

There  was  a  sharp  decrease  In  enewy  wav ana nt  detected  the  following  night. 

1,.  On  10  Feb  70,  vie  XS578753,  627  BP  Co  took  doeuwente  frow  four  snowy  KIA. 
The  docuoants  Identified  the  C61  Co,  308th  HP  Battalion. 

2.  On  25  Fob  70,  vie  BS791706,  306  BP  Co  apprehended  three  We  ell  three 
were  Identified  aa  wewbers  of  the  Dong  Fhu  Bette lion. 

During  the  week  of  22  to  28  Feb  70,  the  520  MF  Battel ion  wee  contacted 
repeatedly,  resulting  in  a  losa  of  30  wen  to  the  Battalion. 

(c)  March:  Baewy  activity  rewelned  at  e  node  rate  level  for  the  wenth  of 
March.  On  the  night  of  7  March  70,  the  enewy  loot  18  wan.  Thle  wee  the  west 
active  day  throughout  On  province. 

K  On  7  March  70,  vie  X8595696,  761  IP  Co  end  the  627  IP  Co  killed  13  uneny 

soldiers  end  appro handed  two  Wa.  All  were  nowhere  of  the  C18  Ce,  1st  OTA  Bagt. 

During  the  wenth  of  March  the  21-  Sapper  Be tee 11 on  end  the  IS  OTA  Batt¬ 
alion,  let  led  OTA  Begt  coffered  a  e sob Lend  lone  of  57  wen.  The  211  Sapper 
Battalion  loot  17  woe,  while  the  KS  Battalion  to f fared  60  OTA  HA. 
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(d)  April:  Bnaniy  activity  during  the  month  of  April  waa  somewhat  of  an 
increase.  The  reason  for  this  waa  poaalbly  due  to  the  Initial  atart  of  Phase 
I  of  the  Summer  Campaign,  During  this  wrath,  the  enemy  only  Buffered  a  los* 
of  113  wen ,  Thla  la  the  lowest  nuaber  of  enemy  KIA  during  the  reporting  period. 
Atao  during  thia  month  there  were  el*  attack*  by  fir*  on  US  lnatallatlons . 

During  the  month,  the  K5  EVA  Battalion  waa  once  again  contacted  numerous 
time*  resulting  in  a  'oa*  of  at  leaat  26  NVA  to  the  unit.  The  largest  contact 
came  1  April  1970,  when  the  60  RP  Co  engaged  an  estimated  squad  of  enemy  re¬ 
sulting  in  six  enemy  KIA  end  one  PV. 

(2)  Enemy  Order  OF  Battle. 

(a)  Recapitulation.  During  the  period,  VC /NVA  combat  effectiveness  continued 
on  a  low  scale.  The  enemy’*  rear  service  ie  continuing  to  operate  under  severe 
handicap*  because  of  low  strengths  in  many  units.  The  let  Ind  NVA  Begt  remains 
the  dominant  unit  in  the  AO  but  has  been  suffering  ever  increasing  casual  ties, 

PM’a  and  Hoi  Chanha.  All  Main  Pore#  elements  in  Long  An  Provinc#  era  trying  to 
avoid  contact  and  are  hiding  in  an  effort  to  build  up  loat  strength.  Local 
Force  unite  ere  at  very  low  strengths;  in  fact,  one  of  thea*  units,  the  C2  Ton 
Tru  LFC  waa  completely  dropped  from  OB  lietinge  because  of  lack  of  contact  and 
identification  for  a  period  of  approximately  one  year. 

!.•  The  let  Ind  NVA  Regt  has  bean  extremely  active  in  Long  An  Province  !n 
the  past  three  months  and  has  sustained  many  casualties.  Of  special  interest 
1*  the  K5  Battalion  which  has  had  approximately  a  401  loaa  in  strength  due  to 
Allied  activity  and  desertion. 

2.  The  6th  MP  Battalion  was  laat  identified  from  documents  captured  In  a 
contact  on  12  March  1970  vie  XS683830.  Thia  unit  waa  also  contacted  on  5  March 
1970  vie  X3683814  and  one  PW  from  3d  squad,  3d  platoon,  6th  MP  Battalion  was 
captured.  Ha  stated  that  the  Battalion  has  a  strength  of  174  man.  The  306  MF 
Battalion  became  fairly  active  during  the  porlod  1  Fab  •  30  April  1970  Co* * »c\ 
wee  mad*  with  this  unit  on  10  Peb  resulting  in  four  enemy  KIA.  On  12  Peb  docu*»nt 
were  captured  at  vie  XS604793  identifying  the  308th.  On  16  April  1970,  vie  X$- 
666782,  two  onemy  KIA  were  identified  as  members  of  the  308th  MP  Battalion.  Th>» 
211  MP  Battalion  has  bean  very  active  in  the  last  three  months.  Thera  have  been 
numerous  captured  documents,  Hoi  Chanha,  and  PITs  attesting  to  the  units  op- 
tratlons  in  Long  An  Provinco.  On  15  March  1970,  vie  X8717649,  th#  Political 
Officer  of  the  211  MF  Battalion  wee  captured.  The  211  remained  dispersed  in  an 
effort  to  conserve  strength.  Th*  265  Battalion  has  continued  to  operate  at  an 
extremely  low  strength  level.  Accerdlng  t*  documents  captured  14  March  1970. 
there  is  an  indication  that  the  265  Battalion  poaalbly  has  been  reduced  to  a 
company  sla*  unit.  Laat  contact  was  made  on  18  March  1970  whan  National  Police 
apprehended  on#  detainee  who  was  a  deputy  hamlet  chief  and  a  member  of  the  265 
MP  Battalion.  The  520  W  Battalion  had  bean  all  but  wiped  out  at  the  and  of  the 
laat  reporting  period.  Tha  strength  of  this  unit  was  50  VC/NVA  at  the  end  of  the 
last  reporting  period  as  compared  to  175  at  the  beginning.  At  present  the  stren¬ 
gth  of  th*  520  MP  Battalion  la  eight  VC/NVA.  Tha  520th  wee  last  contacted  on 
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24  Aprtl  1970  vie  XS740637  when  an  element  from  the  281  XP  Co  killed  one 
enemy  from  the  520th. 

3.  Identification  of  local  forca  companies  come  mostly  from  docuamnts 
and  ra liters.  Low  strengths,  low  morale,  leek  of  supplies  and  illness  are 
the  reports  from  these  sources.  The  local  force  units  are  hiding  from  friendly 
forces  end  elding  MF  Battalions  where  ever  possible.  Of  the  seven  local  force 
companies  held  to  be  opereting  in  Long  An,  the  largest  has  a  strength  of  24  men; 
the  remaining  average  nine  men  per  IPC.

of  Enemy  Techniques 

and 

Tactics 

(a)  During  tha  reporting  period,  eneay  Initiated  activity  remained  at  a 
low  level,  with  March  aa  the  lowest  month. 

(b)  Due  to  the  increaaed  GVE  and  Allied  operationa  and  the  aucceaa  of  tha 
Pacification  Program,  tha  eneay  la  gradually  losing  the  security  of  his  1 1 n*>  cf 
coaaunlcatlon  and  his  once  nuaarous  hiding  places.  In  accordance  with  COSVK  Res- 
olution  #9,  an  all-out  allitary  effort  has  been  discontinued,  and  the  eneay  has 
fragmented  the  let  EVA  Regiment  and  his  HP  Battalions  by  operating  in  dispersed 
five  to  seven  aan  squads.  Tha  purpose  of  this  is  to  conserve  both  aan power  and 
equipment,  and  to  allow  theae  eleaants  to  establish  control  of  the  population  in 
their  assigned  areas  by  concentrating  at  the  lowest  level .  Recent  captured  doc- 
umenta  point  toward  increased  eaphasle  on  guerilla  operations  using  small  sea 'a 
sapper  tactics  to  overrun  laolsted  GVH  outposts  and  lightly  defended  hamlets,

(5)  Intelligence  Soureea  and  Asaets 

(■>)  Significant  Activities  and  Mew  Techniques  in  the  Area  of  Counterintel licence 

1_,  The  Counterintelligence  Section  (CIS),  in  keeping  with  its  basic  mission, 
employed  eight  (8)  coded  sources,  five  casual  informants  and  six  tiger  scouts. 

During  the  reporting  period,  CIS  manpower  was  Increased  by  the  asalgment  of  four 
additional  special  agents.  This  Increase  in  personnel  made  possible  e  new  program 
of  assigning  special  agent  personnel  directly  to  the  three  maneuver  battalions 
of  the  Brigade.  These  special  agents  have  established  field  offices  with  the 
respective  battalions  which  now  operate  in  conjunction  with  the  central  field 
office  located  at  493d  MI  Detachment  Headquarters,  lech  field  office  controls 
Its  own  informant  net.  The  presence  of  these  offices  with  each  battalion  has 
greatly  reduced  the  tlma  period  between  acquisition  of  information  by  CIS  and 
dissemination  of  information  to  reaction  elements.  Working  closely  with  the 
battalion  S2,  the  CIS  personnel  ere  able  to  provide  Information  on  a  very  finely 
basis.  To  further  the  dissemination  of  information,  all  reports  produced  by 
battalion  field  offices  are  sent  by  secure  electronic  means  to  the  82,  3d  Brlgeo* 
This  procedure  allows  the  Brigade  Commander  to  be  fully  informed  of  intelligence 
die*  on  a  timely  basis,  so  that  the  fullest  co-ordination  of  response  can  be 
obtained.  Because  of  the  location  of  the  field  offices  with  the  battalion  82*a, 
local  agents  help  in  solvtng  problems  of  base  camp  security  and  the  monitoring 
t*f  tha  activities  of  indigenous  personnel  in  the  base  camp  areas, 

2>.  During  this  reporting  period,  CIS  has  maintained  close  co-operation  with 
the  S3,  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  Providing  the  83  with  e  Special  '•‘.vet 
and  Interpreter  personnel  on  its  ICAR  missions  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in 
i I'telllgenco  production  in  this  area.  The  CIS  has  employed  five  new  tiger  etf\.t*

during  the  reporting  period  and  has  enjoyed  increasing  success  with  thia 
^it-gran.  The  tiger  scout,  working  exclusively  under  CIS  direction,  leads 
combat  units  against  intelligence  targets.  CIS  has  had  continued  success 
in  the  utilisation  of  coded  sources  and  Special  Agent  personnel  to  assist 
the  contender  in  the  C&C  helicopter  In  pinpointing  intelligence  targets 
during  strikes.  This  technique  precludes  compromise  of  either  the  source 
or  the  Special  Agent,  and  neithar  ara  in  tha  araa  of  conflict.  Cooperation 
vi th  Fiald  Station  34  of  tha  525th  MI  Group  in  Long  An  Province  hat  provided 
valuable  verifications  of  CIS  reports  and,  on  occaaion,  supplemented  in¬ 
formation.  Llaieon  with  Province  Security  Committee  advisors  to  the  Special 
Police,  Provincial  Reconnaissance  Unit  and  Chleu  Hoi  progress  has  provided  CIS 
with  other  extremely  valuable  information.  CIS  la  also  now  receiving  intel¬ 
ligence  Information  from  the  Minletry  of  State  Security  which  hae  given  it 
valuable  leads,  especially  in  regard  to  attempts  by  Communist  Intel ligsnce 
units  to  penetrate  US  bases  of  th#  3d  Brigeds,  CIS  has  utilized  Combined  In¬ 
telligence  Center  Vietnam  facilities  in  Saigon  to  develop  e  broader  data  baas 
tor  Cl  operations  snd  Information  pertinent  to  the  3d  Brigade  TA0I.  CIS 
continues  to  work  closely  with  the  14th  ARVN  MID  In  a  mutual  exchange  of  in¬ 
formation  and  has  just  recently  begun  to  work  with  representatives  of  the 
Australian  FVMAF  operating  In  an  area  adjoining  3d  Brigade  TAG I  in  an  exchange 
of  information  germane  to  the  mutual  operations. 

(b)  The  Prisoner  Interrogation  Section: 

During  tha  reporting  period,  the  IfW  Section  processed  a  total  of  116 
d-talnees.  Of  this  total,  24  were  classified  Innocent  Civilians,  17  were 
iiasslflad  Civil  Defendant,  five  CD/ VC I,  52  were  classified  PW’a  and  20  were 
classified  Hoi  Chanhs.  In  addition,  th#  processed  123  batches  of  capture  1 

weapons,  clothing  and  equipment. 

(6)  Significant  Activities  snd  New  Techniques  in  the  Area  of  Aerial  Raconna! 4sanr« 

(a)  The  Imagery  Interpretation  Section,  consistent  with  it*  basic  mission, 
accomplished  ch«  following  during  the  reporting  period  (  1  February  1970  to  30 
April  1970):  52  aerial  photographic  mission*  were  received  end  plotted.  From 

these  missions  a  total  of  22  Photo  Interpretation  Reports  war*  prepared  snd  dis¬ 
seminated.  In  response  to  specific  requests,  tha  II  8sctlon  preparsd  24  photo 
mosaics,  10  special  targeting  overlays,  and  two  trail  overlaya,  A  total  of  63 
Rad  Has*  sorties  were  received,  evaluated,  and  tbalr  results  disseminated . 

<b)  17  photographic  wisslous  have  been  cut  and  packaged  with  field  plots  fcr 

H sssminstlon  to  3d  Irlgada  units. 

(7)  effects  of  Weathor  end  Terrain  on  friendly  and  fetesqr  Operations: 

(*)  Tha  reporting  period  covers  the  majority  of  the  dry  season.  During 
this  period  the  voter  table  fell  to  its  lowest  point  snd  consequently  the  enttr  ■ 

rice  crop  was  harvested . 
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(b)  During  the  dry  season  infantry  units,  both  mechanized  and  grmnd,  wt -c 
afforded  hard  ground  on  which  to  conduct  operations.  Additionally,  airmobile 
operations  were  never  affected  by  adverse  weather  conditions.  The  dry  terrain 
also  permitted  longer  operations  without  being  plagued  by  Immersion  foot  and 
other  fungus  Infections. 

(c)  The  enemy  was  also  provided  with  this  Increase  In  ground  foot  move¬ 
ment,  however,  the  removal  of  the  rice  crop  decreased  the  concealment  available 
to  the  enemy  for  his  night  movement.  While  on  the  other  hand,  the  lower  water 
cable  gave  him  access  to  many  areas  which  previously  had  been  teo  swampy  to 
fortify. 

(8)  Enemy  Capabilities,  Vulnerabilities  and  Possible  Courses  of  Action: 

(a)  The  enemy  has  the  capability  to: 

1,.  Conduct  attacks  on  Province  and  District  seats,  other  major  cities, 
and  military  Installations. 

2 j_s  Conduct  brief  attacks  by  fire,  hide  his  equipment,  and  withdraw  from 
the  area  prior  to  employment  of  counter-mortar  techniques. 

2.  Conduct  attacks  by  fire  and  harassment  on  towns,  villages,  hamlets, 
outposts,  and  other  installations. 

4.  Conduct  sniper  and  terrorist  attacks  on  key  bridges,  roads,  RD  pro- 
jecta’and  population  areas.

(9)  New  Techniques: 

(a)  Continuing  intelligence  reporta.  Hoi  Chanh  Information,  and  W  readouts 
Indicate  that  enemy  movement  during  the  houra  of  darkneaa  along  llnea  of  cooaaun- 

1  cations  waa  being  conducted  by  widely  dlapereed  groups.  Because  of  the  Brigade's 
intensified  night  aabushes  and  aggressive  air  assault  techniques,  Tet  1970  and 
Campaign  T  failed  to  materialise. 

(b)  Using  a  five  man  Mskisoerw  craft  on  the  waterways  enhanced  interdiction 
and  movement  of  men  and  sMterlal  in  Long  An  Province,  BVH.  The  success  of  these 
‘’waterborne9”  operations  are  attributed  to  the  combined  Intelligence  efforts  of 
Army,  Navy,  and  GVN  forces  participating  in  combined  operations.  Increased  use 
of  small  scale  aerial  photography  in  locating  intelligence  targets  assisted  the 
2d  Battalion,  60th  Infantry  on  19  April  1970  in  locating  the  1st  Company,  SB *3 
Combo  Liaison  resulting  in  15  enemy  KIA  and  disrupting  a  major  infiltration 
route  into  eastern  Long  An  Province  from  the  Ba  Thu  area.  Each  battalion  3-2 

of  the  3d  Brigade  has  been  staffed  with  a  representative  from  IW,  HI ,  01  and 
an  interpreter  to  facilitate  proceaslng  of  immediate  tactical  information,  inter¬ 
rogation,  establishment  of  local  agent  nets  and  exchanging  information  with  their 
respective  district  counterparts , 

(10)  Techniques  of  Eadar  Employment: 

(a)  During  the  reporting  period  the  Brigade  Ground  Surveillance  Badar  de¬ 
tected  3S80  sightings  resulting  in  5*»5  artillery  fire  missions.  The  Brigade 
reacted  to  the  targets  of  10  ground  surveillance  radars,  including  the  eight  or¬ 
ganic  PPS-5  a ,  ■me  Bevy  PPS-5,  tha  PP3-25  attached  to  the  2/4tb  Artillery,  ano 
the  PPS-25  operating  In  the  Pineapple  Area.  Due  to  recent  detachments  in  the 
brigade  our  organic  PPS-5  strengths  has  decreased  from  eight  to  sla. 

(b)  Our  radar  effort  has  been  concentrated  tn  areas  which  the  enemy  uaea 
for  infiltration  end  rasupply.  Ar.  arc-  «f  acjer  concarn  It  the  Plein  of  leeds, 

«iid  we  have  had  numerous  radar  site*  in  that  area.  The  lose  of  the  attached  TPS- 

’>.  m  75  April  1970  has  greatly  decreased  our  coverage  In  tha  Plain  of  Baade, 

.  nrf  required  center, tration  of  organic  radars  to  compensate  for  its  lots. 

(c)  The  quick  reaction  to  radar  targets  by  artillery  la  by  far  the  most 
deetrable  method  of  engagament,  and  ever,  though  aurvalllaoce  of  the  terget  area 
can  oot  he  conducted  prior  to  davtght.  the  effectiveness  of  tkis  technique  has 
successfully  denlad  the  enemy  his  major  rom«s  of  communication  end  supply.  In 
'dJielon,  the  targets  acquired  allow  ue  tc  accurately  determine  the  new  routes 

•  hich  the  *ne*y  is  being  forced  to  uee. 
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e.  (C)  Operations 

(1)  3d  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  continued  Phase  17  of  operation 
loan  Thang.  The  Brigade  accounted  for  653  enemy  killed,  32  prisoners  of  war 
and  13  Mol  Chanhs  while  participating  In  this  operation,  from  1  February  1970 
to  28  February  1970  the  Brigade  conducted  offensive  operations  In  Long  An 
Province  with  four  maneuver  battalions:  2-47  Inf  (Mach),  2-60  Inf,  5-60  Inf, 
and  6-31  Inf.  On  28  February,  6-31  Inf  was  placed  OFCON  of  3d  Brigade,  25ch 
lnf.ir.ty  Division  and  stayed  under  their  control  until  18  April.  On  18  April, 

2 -47  Inf  (Mach)  was  moved  north  and  placed  under  tactical  direction  of  Nhon 
Tvach  District  Chief,  (YS0185).  From  27  April  to  30  April,  2-47  Inf  was  placed 
under  OFCON  of  the  1st  Cav  Division  for  operations  In  Caabodla. 

(2)  Enemy  activity  In  Long  An  Province  continued  at  a  reduced  level  In 
February  and  dropped  off  to  an  even  lower  level  In  March  and  April.  Except 

for  the  period  1  March  to  16  March,  when  the  enemy  conducted  nine  attacks  on  CVN 
outposts,  there  were  few  enemy  Initiated  Incidents.  The  eoumunlsti*  continued  to 
avoid  decisive  engagements  with  Brigade  forces  throughout  the  reporting  period. 

(3)  The  3d  Brigade  has  continued  to  keep  pressure  on  the  enemy  through  the 
use  of  dally  daylight  Jitterbug  Airmobile  Operations  and  night  Checkerboard 
Ambush  Operations.  These  techniques  have  reduced  the  enemy's  ability  to  nova 
during  daylight  and  made  him  susceptible  at  night.  The  number  of  enemy  eliminated 
decreased  significantly  in  April  as  has  the  number  of  total  contacts.  The  Brigade 
had  129  contacts  la  February;  125  in  March;  and  81  In  April. 

(4)  Combined  operations  continue  to  be  the  primary  technique  for  upgrading 
CVN  forces.  Those  operations  have  rapidly  Increased  effectiveness  of  CVN  units. 

In  April,  for  the  first  tins,  CVN  forces  accounted  for  more  enemy  killed  than 
Brigade  forces.  Training  continues  In  the  technical  aspects  of  radar  employment , 
and  other  operational  techniques  which  have  been  employed  successfully  by  NB  units. 

(3)  Combat  Operations; 

(a)  A  series  of  Communist  Violations  of  both  the  FVMAF  Tot  truce  and  their 
own  truce  accounted  for  12  of  the  18  Communists  allniaated  by  Brigade  forces  on 
3  February.  At  1940  hours  a  Brigade  Banger  Team,  while  moving  to  night  locations 
In  the  vicinity  of  0700440  was  engaged  by  3-4  enemy  with  snail  arms .  Fire  was 
returned  with  organic  weapons  resulting  In  three  CoMuntats  KXA.  Later  that 
evening,  after  establishing  a  night  position,  the  team  was  again  engaged,  this 
time  by  an  unknown  alee  force.  Fire  was  returned  with  organic  weapons,  and  a 
light  fire  team  and  Night  Hawk  supported.  The  Banger  team  killed  one  Communist.

(1)  During  the  reporting  period  the  long  An  Province  206-kllomater 
Secondary  Road  Prograa  received  the  auijor  portion  of  engineer  effort.  II • 
slants  of  the  20th  Bngineer  Brigade,  the  AIM  30th  Inglneer  Group,  US  Davy  Sea* 
bees,  and  the  Brigade's  organic  571st  Inglneer  Coapany  coablned  to  raise  the 
program's  percentage  coaptation  froa  13X  to  531.  While  slew  delivery  of  contract 
tor-furnlohed  laterlte  for  the  surface  cap  has  delayed  soaa  projects,  rapid  jjvo* 
grass  has  been  made  on  base  course  preparation.  Two  of  the  twentp»tvo  roads  coa- 
prlsing  the  prograa  are  coaplete,  and  eight  sere  need  only  the  laterlte  cap 
These  eight  are  now  usable  during  the  dry  season,  and  have  contributed  to  pac¬ 
ification  of  the  districts  In  which  they  are  located.  Tan  Tru  District  reports 
the  roads  provide  direct  land  access  to  areas  which  in  the  past  could  be  reached 
by  military  forces  only  after  long  foot  aarchee  or  by  air.  In  Ben  hue  District, 
foruer  residents  who  moved  to  Saigon  years  ago  ara  now  building  homes  along  the 
newly  opened  roads. 

(2)  The  enemy  has  acknowledged  the  success  of  the  roads  by  Increasing  booby 
trapping  and  aiding  Incidents  designed  to  disrupt  the  prograa.  To  date,  no 
casualties  or  equipment  daaage  have  resulted.  Msny  alnas  and  booby  traps  have 
been  pointed  out  by  local  villagers  so  that  the  roads  would  ant  be  destroyed. 

(3)  The  organic  37lst  Inglneer  Coapany  has  directed  lta  resources  to 
projects  requiring  earthflll,  as  the  rapidly  approaching  aenaeoa  season  will 
Inundate  borrow  pita.  Projects  that  can  be  coapleted  during  the  rainy  season 
have  been  delayed  to  allow  maxima  effort  on  these  requiring  earthflll.  Combat 
support  furnished  by  the  engineers  averaged  one  squad  per  say.  Combat  support 
Is  provided  on  a  mission  basis,  as  the  line  battalions  have  a  Hatted  mine  swoop 
and  demolitions  capability.  This 'capability  enables  the  engineer  eeapany  to 
oaploy  their  organic  alne  sweep  equipment  in  support  of  the  unit's  secondary  road 
projects. 

(4)  20th  engineer  Brigade  units  have  completed  all  base  construction  In 
support  of  the  Brigade.  They  have  begun  work  on  protective  berm  and  minimal 
essential  requirements  for  Tan  An  Airfield,
